ANNUAL  REPORT,  1926. 


HE  Committee  has  pleasure  in  submitting  this,  the  51st  Annual  Report, 


V — "  and  in  being  able  again  to  record  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  to 
whom  the  benefit  of  Hospital  treatment  has  been  rendered. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Report  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  and  the 
Report  of  the  Honorary  Radiologist,  which  follow  this,  that  the  number  of 
patients  admitted,  the  number  treated  in  the  Annexe,  and  those  receiving  X-ray 
treatment,  number  altogether,  and  for  the  first  time,  over  1,000  for  the  year. 

The  date  of  the  publication  of  the  Report  allowed  of  a  detailed  account 
being  given  of  the  Official  Opening  of  the  Hospital  Extension,  and  the  naming 
of  the  two  new  Wards — The  Princess  Helena  Victoria  Ward  and  The  Leggatt 
Ward — by  Her  Highness  Princess  Helena  Victoria. 

The  Committee,  however,  gladly  welcomes  the  opportunity  of  again  express¬ 
ing  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kind  interest  in  the  Hospital  and  its  patients 
shown  by  the  Princess,  and  her  graciously  given  consent  to  become  Patroness 
of  the  Hospital. 

It  is  deeply  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  be  able  to  report  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  purchase  of  “Wycliffe,”  5  Gordon  Hill,  and  its  adaptation  and 
equipment  for  occupation  by  the  Nursing  Staff. 

This  provides  sleeping  accommodation  for  seven  of  the  Nursing  Staff  and 
two  domestics,  and  affords  for  all  concerned  comforts  and  amenities  which  are 
greatly  appreciated.  The  garden  of  “Wycliffe”  abuts  upon  the  western  boun¬ 
dary  of  the  Hospital  ground,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  reserve  a 
part  of  the  garden  for  the  use  of  convalescing  patients  and  a  part  for  the  use 
of  the  Staff. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  the  wish 
was  expressed  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  late  H.  C.  B.  Bowles,  Esq., 
and  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  James  Ridge,  to  whom  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital 
in  1875  and  its  maintenance  during  the  earlier  years  wTere  so  largely  due. 

This  unanimous  wish  of  the  meeting  was  conveyed  to  Col.  Sir  Henry  F. 
Bowles,  Bart.,  and  Dr.  R.  Leslie  Ridge,  and  letters  of  concurrence  and  appre¬ 
ciation  having  been  received  from  them,  the  suggQ-estion  to  name  two  of  the 
Wards  in  the  older  portion  of  the  building  respectively  the  “Bowles  Ward”  and 
the  “J.  James  Ridge  Ward”  has  been  carried  into  effect. 

The  Committee  finds  it  difficult  adequately  to  express  its  obligation  to  the 
Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon,  Mr.  Edward  Gillespie,  for  the  splendid  service 
he  has  continued  to  render  to  the  Hospital  and  its  patients,  and  desires  to 
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tender  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  for  the  ready  and  prompt  response  to  the 
many  demands  made  upon  him. 

The  Committee  desires  also  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help 
afforded  by  the  Honorary  Consulting  Physician,  Dr.  Herbert  French,  the 
Honorary  Radiologist,  Dr.  E.  E.  Holdsworth,  the  Honorary  Dentist,  Mr.  Niel 
Edgar,  and  the  Honorary  Masseuse,  Miss  M.  J.  Pearl. 

To  the  Honorary  House  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Medical 
Manager,  Dr.  Moore,  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  for  the  daily  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  given  to  the  patients,  and  for  the  rota  duty  undertaken  to  meet  emergency 
calls  for  casualty  cases. 

The  vacancy  on  the  Staff  of  the  House  Medical  Officers  occasioned  by  the 
greatly  regretted  death  of  Dr.  Tresilian  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  Bernard  Toop. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  report  in  the  highest  terms  of 
the  administrative  work  of  the  Matron  and  the  Assistant  Matron,  and  of  their 
devotion,  together  with  that  of  the  whole  of  the  Nursing  Staff,  to  the  needs 
and  welfare  of  the  patients,  from  whom  many  expressions  of  appreciation  and 
thanks  have  been  received. 

The  Matron  desires  to  be  associated  with  this  expression  of  thanks  to  Miss 
Sapsworth  for  the  voluntary  weekly  attendance  and  help  in  the  preparation  of 
surgical  dressings  for  the  Theatre. 

Grateful  acknowledgments  and  thanks  are  due  for  the  valuable  service  so 
frequently  and  efficiently  rendered  by  the  No.  78  (Enfield  Division)  of  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  their  Divisional  Superintendent,  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Elmes, 
in  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  and  from  the  Hospital  ;  thanks  are  tendered 
to  the  Driver  of  the  Council  Ambulance  and  his  Assistant  for  their  response 
whenever  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  their  help. 

The  Committee  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  R.  G.  Porter  for  again  organising  the 
Pound  Day.  A  most  generous  response  resulted  m  gifts  totalling  3,131  lbs.  in 
kind.  The  Committee  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  teachers  at  the  Schools,  the  pupils,  and  all  those  who  contributed  goods, 
money  or  time  in  making  the  effort  an  unqualified  success.  The  Committee 
desires  also  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  the  valuable 
service  rendered  as  regards  the  maintenance,  renewal  and  repair  of  the  Hospital 
equipment  by  a  rota  of  weekly  attendance  at  the  Hospital,  and,  in  addition, 
for  arranging  a  rota  of  weekly  visitors  to  the  patients  in  the  Wards.

With  the  increasing  value  of  X-Ray  work  in  connection  with  diagnosis  and 
the  treatment  of  patients,  the  provision  of  adequate  accommodation  for  the 
Hospital  installation  has  been  rendered  imperative.  It  has  been  found  neces¬ 
sary  also  to  provide  adequate  office  accommodation. 

With  the  generous  contribution  of  £500  from  Mr.  J.  Maitland  the  Committee 
felt  justified  in  considering  an  extension  of  the  building  on  the  west  end  of  the 
new  wing.  Particulars  of  the  proposed  extension  having  been  submitted  to  the 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London,  they  have  concurred  in  the  need 
for  these  improvements  by  promising  a  grant  of  £100  when  the  work  is  com¬ 
pleted. 

A  record  of  the  year’s  work  would  be  incomplete  without  reference  to  the 
introduction  of  the  system  of  Box  Collecting  Scheme  inaugurated  and  carried 
out  by  the  Chairman,  Alderman  Alfred  Bath,  and  it  will  be  of  general  interest 
to  know  that  already  a  considerable  number  of  boxes  have  been  distributed. 
His  appeal  for  Stewards  has  been  met  with  a  splendid  response,  and  practically 
the  distribution  and  collecting  of  the  boxes  has  been  arranged  for  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  district.  It  is  desired  to  record  a  very  hearty  welcome  to 
this  new  and  enthusiastic  body  of  voluntary  helpers  in  the  cause  of  the  Hospital. 
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REPORT 

of  the  Hon.  Medical  Committee  for  1926. 


During  1926  the  work  done  in  the  Hospital  has  fully  maintained  the  high 
standard  of  previous  years,  and  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  Wards — viz., 
643 — is  the  largest  ever  recorded.  446  Surgical  and  197  Medical  cases  were 
admitted,  and  641  were  discharged.  Of  this  number  541  were  cured,  63  re¬ 
lieved  and  37  died  (19  medical  and  18  surgical).  There  were  225  major  opera¬ 
tions  and  61  minor  in  the  Main  Hospital,  and  429  minor  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  in  the  Annexe,  of  which  number  275  were  cases  sent  by  the  Education 
Authorities  for  Tonsil  anti  Adenoid  operations. 

In  all  1,072  received  treatment  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  In  1925 
the  number  was  945,  and  in  1924  870. 

The  admissions  into  the  Children’s  Ward  numbered  221,  again  an  advance 
on  all  previous  records.  20  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards,  and 
22  private  patients  were  treated  in  the  ordinary  Wards. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Committee  has  to  express  once  again  its  deep  sense 
of  gratitude  to  Mr.  E.  Gillespie,  who  has  performed  all  but  a  few  of  the  225 
major  operations,  and  whose  generous  and  willing  response  to  calls  at  all  times 
of  day  or  night  has  enabled  the  Hospital  to  save  many  lives,  and  to  alleviate 
much  suffering. 

Their  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Herbert  French,  Honorary  Consulting- 
Physician,  to  Mr.  Neil  Sinclair,  who  acted  as  deputy  for  Mr.  Gillespie  during 
the  latter’s  holiday,  and  to  Mr.  Niel  Edgar,  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Eric  HoldswTorth,  the  Honorary  Radiologist,  has  done  most  valuable 
work  during  the  year,  and  the  X-Ray  Department  as  time  goes  on  becomes 
more  and  more  indispensable  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  figures  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  work  in  this  department  will  be  found  on  another  page.  The  new 
X-Ray  Room,  which  will  shortly  be  completed,  will  enable  this  work  to  be 
carried  on  under  safer  and  more  satisfactory  conditions  than  at  present. 

Since  May  the  work  at  the  Hospital  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  Miss  Marjorie  Pearl,  who,  as  Honorary  Masseuse,  has  performed  greatly 
needed  work,  and  has  earned  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
for  her  skilled  and  devoted  attention. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  work  done  in 
the  Annexe  during  the  past  year,  chiefly  owing  to  the  large  number  of  Tonsil 
and  Adenoid  operations.  This  has  meant  that  on  every  Monday  the  Matron, 
Sister  Stone  and  two  Probationer  Nurses  have  passed  a  busy  and  anxious  after¬ 
noon,  and  those  of  the  Medical  Staff  who  have  been  most  closely  associated  with 
this  work  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  for  the  really  exceptional  services 
which  have  been  rendered. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  courses  of  lectures  to  the  nurses  have  been 
rendered  by  Dr.  Wood  and  the  Matron,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  the 
Hospital  will  be  affiliated  to  one  of  the  larger  Hospitals  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  probationers  to  complete  their  training. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks  for  the 
ready  and  efficient  work  done  by  the  Enfield  St.  John  Ambulance,  under  the 
Rev.  W.  F.  Elmes  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Wright,  and  also  by  the  Staff  of  the  District 
Council  Ambulance.  The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in  having  the  assistance  of  such 
excellent  transport  service. 

The  death  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Tresilian  in  February  last  deprived  the  Hospital  of 
one  who  had  given  many  years  of  valuable  services,  and  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  of  a  colleague  whose  memory  is  held  in  affectionate  esteem. 

The  acquisition  of  “Wycliffe”  has  provided  accommodation  for  extra  nurses 
required  to  complete  the  staff,  and  to  relieve  the  Matron  of  the  necessity  of 
employing  outside  temporary  assistance.  In  consequence  money  has  been  saved, 
and  the  work  has  gone  more  smoothly. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  wish  to  place  on  record  their  complete  satis¬ 
faction  with  the  nursing  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital,  and  to  thank  the 
Matron  (Miss  L.  M.  Thwaites),  all  the  Sisters,  Nurses  and  Probationers  for  their 
untiring  devotion  to  the  patients  under  their  care.

Year  1926. 


The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  shows  a  decline  from  last  year’s  471  to  424. 
This  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  difficulty  that  has  been  experienced  through 
the  departure  of  the  X-Ray  nurse,  and  as  a  result  most  of  the  work  was  done 
until  the  late  summer  by  myself.  At  present  cases  are  dealt  with  for  the  most 
part  one  morning,  and  one  evening  per  week,  but  soon  I  hope  that  Miss  Pearl, 
who  does  the  massage  at  the  Hospital  will  be  able  to  take  films  of  bone  cases.
